THE UNOFFICIAL WELCOME. 

So much for the official welcome. 
The unofficial welcome was every- 
where. It began as soon as the ships 
entered Callao Bay. There are no 
headiands or hills surrounding the 
harbor, which is practically an o 
roadstead. fleet. had to anchor 
two miles out. The harbor was 
crowded with all sorts of little craft 


laden to the danger point. Every 
tug, every launch, all the sailboats 
that could be found, rowing barges, 


dories, two large ocean-going steam- 
ers, came out to say howdy and bear- 
ing cheering people by the thousanda. 
Some of the little craft fired national 
salutes with toy cannon. Those that 
had whistles tied down the cords. One 
tug was crowded with young men 
who insisted on giving the Cornel] yell 
every time a ship passed by. 

As s00n as the anchors were cast, @ 
look shoreward revealed that tens of 
thousands had come to the water front, 
Later, when one went ashore, he 
learned that the government ad de- 
clared a holiday in honor of the ar- 
rival of the fleet, and that all of Cal- 
lao and Lima, seven miles distant, 
had come down to see the ships. The 
stores and shops were closed, as ff it 
were Sunday. Business was at a 
standstill. Official visits were begun 
at once, but those who could get away 
made haste to go to Lima on the mod- 
ern trolley system, which, in addition 
to two railroads, accommodates 
traffic between the two cities. 

The visitor ‘noted that Callao was 
an ii-ermelling place of garish-col- 
ored howses and narrow “oe te nr 
mere port of 4,000 inhabitants ond 
that it had many of the characteristics 
of some of the cities in the southern 
shore of the Mediterranean. Once out 
in the flat country, the visitor was re- 
minded somewhat of the country be- 
tween Brooklyn and Coney  Isiand. 
Truck farms were frequent. 

What looked to be American corn 
was growing profusely side by side 
with banana trees and sugar-cane 
fields. Patches of good, old-fashioned 
vegetables—onions, cabbages, radishes, 
lettuce—were also under cultivation. 
Large herds of fine cattle grazed on 
some of the fields, and fn others were 
herded splendid flocks of sheep. It 
looked almost like home. The fences 
alone were strange. They were made 
of thick blocks of dried mud. The en- 
Aire cultivation was dependent upon 
irrigation from the Rimac River, the 
splendid mountain stream that dashes 
down from the Andes in a _ torrent 
clear to the sea. 

PLACARDED WITH WELCOMES. 

Then one came to Lima itself, situ- 
ated on a plain girdied by the foot- 
hills of the Andes, with ite low-lying 
houses, all made of mud . plastered 
upon bamboo reeds, with not a roof 
in the city that would shed water, for 
in Lima it never rains: to Lima, the 
one city in the Western Hemisphere 
that has preserved a large amount of 
the architecture of the Middle Ages, 
and is rich in traditions of the past. 
There, in this city of 150,000 peo- 
ple. with its well-paved streets, its 
bustling activities, its fine climate (the 
temperature never goes above § de- 
grees, although the city is only 12 de- 
grees from the equator) and attractive 
people, the Americans found plas 
on every building in town a paper fe- 
production of the American flag, with 
the words printed on it: 

“Welcome to the American fleet!” 

Peru's flag was posted by its side fre- 
quently. The government had done it. 
You see every person in town couldn't 
come up to you and tell you that he or 
she was glad to see you. He or she 
was; but it had to be told in some other 
way. and so these placards voiced the 
feeling of the people. If anything else 
were needed to complete the greeting it 
was supplied when the Diario, the lead- 
ing newspaper of Lima, came out with

“Peru has the glory and good fortune 
among the nations of America to of- 
fer its hospitable strand to serve as a 
shelter during the short stay which 
their ftinerary imposes on our guests. 

“Peru receives them with the affec- 
tion of brothers, with the traditional 
and courteous nobleness of our race, 
with the sympathetic and respectful 
admiration which the example of the 
great and lofty North American vir- 
tues awaken in our mind.

CERTAINLY GENUINE. 

This welcome is presented to show 
how Lima and the editors of the Diario 
really tried to make the Americans feel 
at ease. Of course the English trans- 
lation failed to do full credit to the ex- 
cellent Castilian of the original, but 
there could be no mistaking the genu- 
ineness of the welcome. It was sin- 
cerely alright, and no doutt there was 
a proud man in Iima as he contem- 
plated the mass of fine words he had 
plied up.

{Kansas City Journal:} It costs the 
American people a little less than 
$500,000 a year to pay the salary of the 
President of the United States, to 
maintain his mansion and executive 
Offices, and the naval! vessels which are 
held at his disposal. This is a tax of 
about six-eighths of a cent upon each 
man, woman and child—certainly not a 
heavy burden, compared with what it 
costs to support the royal families of 
the old world. The cost of keeping in 
commission two naval yachts is !n- 
cluded. As to whether the whole of 
these sums is pfoperly chargeable 
against the President is a matter upon 
which there is a difference of opinion. 

The naval vessels were not built ex- 
pressly for the President's use, nor are 
they officially assigned to that duty. 
They are held, however, at his dis- 
posal, and while they are subject to 
any other business which may be re- 
quired of them, there is not much else

To the crown there are attached more 
than 1,000,000 square miles of culti- 
vated land and forests, and the Czar 
also enjoys the revenue from rich gold 
and other mines in Siberia. The in- 
come@f the Sultan of Turkey likewise 
is a Ruess, as it is mainiy derived 
from the revenues from the crown do- 
mains. It probably is much larger 
than $7,500,000.

The number of policemen stationed 
at the White House has been greatly 
increased since the assassination of 
President McKinley.

EMPLOYED 
IN AUSTRIA. 


THOSE WILLING TO WORK. 


| An Official Labor Bureau Main- 
tained by the Government, Where 


the Work-seeker May Spend His 
| Day Waiting for Something to 
| Turn up. 


| [Pall Mal) Gazgette:] In Austria the | 
| State has for centuries recognized the 
| fac: that, even in the heyday of his 
health and strength, a man may be 
forced, and through; no fault of his 
own, to join the ranks of the unem- 
ployed. The Austrian relief system, in- 
deed, so far as it concerns the ablie- 
bodied, is based on the assumption that 
@ man may be able to work and eager 
to work, and yet sometimes Gnd no 
work to do, even though he seeks it 
very diligently. Practically it was 
framed for the express purpose of 
helping him in his search, by putting 
him in the way of finding work, and 
enabling him to tide over the time un- 
til it was found. That, as a matter 
not only of humanity, but of justice 
@nd good policy, the genuine work- 
seekers ought Ao be helped, Austrian 
legislators of all parties alike uave long 
agreed; just as they have agreed that 
the work-shunner, together with al) his 
kith and kin, ought to be punished. 
Again and again they have laid it 
down as a general principle that the 
Btate, in dealing with the unemployed, 
must distinguish clearly between the 
respectable man, who is temporarily 
out of work, and the loafer who is 
never willingly in workj and thet it 
Iust mete out to the one quite Giffer- 
ent treatment from that which it me- 
tes out to the oiher. At the present 
time there is no country where the 
deserving section of the unemployed 
are dealt with officially, so wisely, kind- 
lly, and considerately as in Austria; 
;and no country where ithe undeserving 
are dealt with #o severely. If a man 
ie honestly doing his best to find work 
for himeelf, the State does all that it 


‘ean io help him; but if he prefers loaf- 
i\ing to working, and shows signs of a 
‘desire to live at the expense of his fel- | 
lows. it worrtes and harries him in the 
ruthiess fashion, and tries to In- 
duce bim to renounce his evil ways by 
rendering his life a burden.

would be sheer waste of time, as there 
is no chance of extra hands being re- 
quired that day anywhere in the city. 
he may apply to the bureau director 
for advice as to where he should g0, 
and the director, who is a trained ex- 

rt in all that concerns the labor mar- 

et, can tnform him to a nicetvr ex- 
actly where hands are at a discount, 
and where, if anywhere, they are at 
a premium, throughout the whole of 
Austria. Thus, if the man decides to 
start off on the tramp, he knows be- 
fore he starts where to go and where 
not to go. 

A “tramper” in Austria has many 
advantages over a tramper tn England, 
always providing he is a respectable 
man and out of work only temporarily. 
For in all parte of the western half of 
the empire stations are maintained at 
the cost of the province for his spe- 
elal benefit. These stations are prac- 
tically casual wards, but casual wards 
which cloge their doors inexorably 
against the very class that frequent 
our casual wards—loafers, professional 
beggars, and the like. A man to be 
admitted must have been in regular 
work within the previous forty-three 
days, and must have a clean record so 
far as the police are concerned. No 
one may go there who has been in 
prison, or found begging, or drunk, or 
who hae refused work offered him on 
terms approved of by the authorities. 
Practically, it is only the genuine 
work-seeker who is admitted, and he is 
not only admitted, but made welcome. 

Supposing he arrives there at night- 
fall, he is provided with a good supper: 
he has ea bath: and he may. tf he 
chooses, wash or mend his clothes. He 
has a comfortable bed to sleep in, and 
although he must turn out early the 
following morning, he is given a warm 
breakfast before he goes, and is told 
where his best chance of a job lee— 
attached to each station there is a la- 
bor bureau. Then, between 11 o'clock 
and 1, he may go to another of these 
stations. and have dinner. Waving 
once been at a station, however. he 
may not return there for at least three 
months, and he loses all claim to go 
to any station at all if, after being on 
the tramp for forty-three days he Is 
still without regular employment. He 
may lose it long before then, indeed, if 
it comes to the knowledge of the sta- 
tion authorities, and they are in close 
touch with the police, that he is not 
turning his opportunities of finding 
work to good account: that he does 
not apply for the vacant poets of 
which they tell him: or that he has 
refused employment offered him under 
fale conditions. 

If the work-seeker has a settlement 
in Vienna he may, instead of going on 
the tramp when at the end of his re- 
sources, ke himeelf to the Asy! 
There he te supplied with supper, a 
bed and breakfast gratis every day for 
seven days, providing he is doing his 
heat the while to become self-support- 
ing again. 

If at the end of seven he has 
not found work, he must ve the 
Asy!: but he may, if he chooses, go

London workhouse. 
The Vienna workhouse was orggnised 
for the purpose of providing a refuge 
for the destitute who are able and 
willing to work but have failed to find 
work to do. All whe present them- 
selves there are admitted at once, if 
they have a settiement in the city. 
They are comfortably lodged, well fed, 
and kindly treated, and they are al- 
lowed to leave the workhouse one day 
every week to look for work. In re- 
turn they are required to do a fixed 
amount of work every day. VW they 
choose to do more than their appointed 
task, they are paid for their extra 
work, and can thus ¢arn money where- 
with to start life afresh: while if they 
persist In less, they are turned 
vut of the workhouse, and are left to 
fend for themeelves. For those who in 
the workhouse will not work are re- 
garded by the Vienna authorities as 
“Jost souls,” who must be puhkished, 
not helped. And punished they are as 
a rule speedily, for the police keep a 
sharp watch over all who have been 
expelled from the workhouse, and in 
Austria. loafing. when one is destitute. 
is a crime. Whoever is convicted of 
wandering about without visible means 
of subsistence, of begging. or of allow- 
ing his wife or child to beg, may. un- 
less he has some very good excuse to 
offer, be sent to a penal workhouse 
and detained there for three years, un- 
less In the meantime he changes h's 
ways. And that he should be sent to 
a penal workhouse is the very best 
thing that could happen, both for him 
and for the community, if he is a 
habitual loafer: for while there he is 


‘not only taught to work, but he is 


forced to work, to work too, as 
he must earn his food every day be- 
fore he eats it. Thus there is the 
chance, at any rate, that he may by 
the force of custom lose his olf dis- 
taste of work, and develop into « 
decent self-supporting member of so- 
ciety.

ON SAN CLEMENTE. 
— 


_ Twenty-five Thousand Fieece- 
Covered Creatures in Constant Peri! 
from Wild Buttere—Annual Round- 


up and Shearing Exciting Events. 
Breeding Horses. 


Mile after mile of sheep ready for 
shearing, not to mention mile after 
mile of goats for butting, was the sight 
that greeted Superintendent Zimmer 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, when he visited San 
Clemente, from which island he re- 
turned yesterday. Next month the 
sheep and the goats will be separated; 
not in the old biblical way, but in mod- 
ern style and after an exciting round- 
up. 

San Clemente Island is 
miles long and to Mr. Zimmer it 
seemed as if he saw twenty-eight 
miles of sheep. He was not there on 
business, but as the guest of the own- 
ers of the island, Robert and Charlies 


couldn't see sheep, he spied goats. There 
are nearly 25,000 of the former and 4006 
of the latter. The goats are an un- 
mitigated nuisance, because they kill so 
many sheep, and are being hunted. 

The round-up and the shearing will 
be great events. It will take between 
thirty and forty men to do the work, 
and their appetites will be so keen that, 
in addition to disposing of ten sheep 
a day, they will get rid of all the fish 
that one man can secure in each eight- 
hour day. 

It takes a long time to round up the 
eheep. Mr. Zimmer says they seem 
to know when the attempt is to be 
made. Just now it is easy to get near 
them but as soon as they see a num- 
ber of horseback riders and other in- 
dications that they are about to lose 
their wool, they get down imto the 
gullies and hide and it takes strenuous 
effort to corral them. 

Far wilder than the sheep are the 
goats. They stay in the cafions and 
usually won't mix with the former 
but when.the fancy seizes them, they 
charge down on the flocks and butt 
the lambs to death. 

The owners of the island used to 
have a number of cattle roaming the 
ranges but they have disposed of 
them. A large number were brought 
in to San Pedro, yesterday, to be 
shipped to Bakerefield: Horses are be- 
ing bred on Gan Clemente, however. 

In formation the island is very like 
the rolling country around San Pedro. 
It is believed to have been the burial 
ground of giant Indians who inhabited 
this coast in early times.

NOT ONE VOTE FOR PROPOSED 
EXTENSION OF TIME. 


White Ribboners Rally in Force 
and Outnumber, Out-talk and Out- 
vete Adherents of Reyal Arch. 
Council Declines to Ask for im- 
munity While Cases Are Pending. 


Representatives of the liquor inter- 
ests suffered disastrous defeat yester- 
Gay in their attempt to secute an ex- 
tension of time for the twenty-four 
Wholesalers who are outside the liquor 
gone. Their opponents were regulation 
white ribboners. The Councf) cham- 
ber was packed by the partisans of the 
two factions and the overfiow stretched 
down to the street. 

There was a general gathering of 
clans in response to invitations from 
the leaders to make a showing of 
strength for the purpose of impressing 
the Council The retainers of the 
wholesale liquor dealers came to the 
Council in a body with their attorneys, 
five minutes before the d 
opened. They found to their disgust 
that the prohibitionists had been drop- 
ping in irregularly all the afternoon 
and that the seats on the flcor of the 
Council and in the lobby were aill 
taken 


During the noon recess there was 4 
eaucus of the Council and then Attor- 
neys James and Dockweiler learned 
that their ordinance giving the outlaws 
one year to get inside the zone was 
Beaten. Councilman Blanchard cast 
the deciding vote. If he had voted 
with the liquor men they would have 
won. 

As a last resort the attorneys for the 
liquor dealers went before the Coun- 
cil to ask that a resolution be passed 
asking the City Attorney not to order 
arrests for violations of the ordinance 
until a test case which is to be brought 


This test case is to determine 
whether the ordinance revoking all the 
wholesale licenses outside the saloon 
district is valid. The attorneys for the 
wholeaalers hold that the Council nas 
not the authority to revoke evisting 
licenses. They say the ordinance is 
valid in so far as it prohibits granting 
licenses at new locations, put that it 
is ineffective when aimed at the piaces 
which were tn existence when the ordi- 
nance Was passed. 

When Attorney James made his ap- 
peal to the Council, fifty leading lights 
of the white ribboners were ready to 
reply. Nathan Newby spoke in behait 
of the Church Federation, Dr. E. 8. 
Chapman spoke for the anti-saloon 
forces. and there were addresses from 
the presidents of a number of minis- 
terial associations and from women's 
temperance organizations. 

Against the combined force of these 
the attorneys for the liquor dealers 
could make no headway, Only once did 
the cause of the white ribboners suffer: 
that was when they hissed a whole- 
saler who spoke in his own behalf. 
President Pease warned them that if 
there was any further hissing the floor 
would be cleared. 

“This is a forum,” he said, “where 
each has the right to express his opin- 
jon and to make his argument.

COMPROMISE ON LICEN#@ES. 

Several Councilmen stirred uneasily 
in their s@ats yesterday when City 
Auditor Mushet announced urbanely 
that he has reachegl common ground 
with the attorneys for the street rall- 
way companies and that they have 
agreed on a form of ordinance licens- 
ing street cars. For nine months the 
Auditor and the railway companies 
have been warrifg over licenses and 
the Council had abandoned all hope 
that the two could get together. 

Under the compromise ordinance the 
street railway companies will pay $25 
a year license on the average number 
of cars operated on the streets. The 


interurban companies will pay $12.50) 


a month on the average number of 
cars operated in Los Angeles. This 
lower rate is made for the interurban 
ears for the reason that most of the 
mileage of these lines is outside the 
city limits. 

The City Auditor says the new 
achedule will increase the city’s license 
revenue from electric cars about $5000 
a year. 


UNEMPLOVED INSISTENT. 


SAY CITY MUST FURNISH WORK. 


About 200 workmen who have been 


serving as extra men in the street and 


park departments went before the 
Council yesterday afternoon to ask 
that further appropriations be made 
to keep them at work. They said 
they are beng to work for $1.50 a 
day and that if they are thrown out 
of this work now their families must 
go without bread. 

W. A. Raymond of No. 765 San Julian 
street went further than this. “You 
all know what has happened in New 
York City within the last week,” he 
called excitedly, “if you do not de- 
sire to bring similar conditions here 
you must give us work. We want it 
now.” 

Members of the Finance Committee 
replied, saying that before the Coun- 
cll can furnish any more work it must 
find money to pay the workmen.

- MUST REFUND TAXES. 
CITY EXCEEDS ITS POWER. 
Chief Deputy District-Attorney 
Hartley Shaw yesterday submitted to 
the Supervisors an opinion in answer 
to the demand of the Pacific Light 


and Power Company for a refund of 
franchise taxes amounting to $17,800.01, 
which had been paid under protest. 
This sum was divided into two items, 
one of $12,784.83 representing a tax 
on the State franchise, and the other 
for $5015.18, paid upon an asses«ment 
by the city of Los Angeles upon the 
oceupatiogn of the streets by the coim- 
pany. 

The opinion holds that the tax upon 
the State franchise enabling the com- 
pany to do business is proper, but that 
the tax by the city is improper.

His “Accounts All Straight in 
Business Office.

REDONDO, March 30.—The people 
of this city were greatly surprised ‘to- 
day when it became publicly known 
that James H. Mathes, one of the most 
popular young men in the community, 
as well as one of the most highly re- 
epected,° had unaccodntably disap- 
peared.
